Fried Ham with Apricots: Fry 
ham in the usual way. Remove to 
a hot platter. Drain a can of ap- 
ricots well, dip the fruit in flour, 
and saute a nice brown in the 
ham fat, Arrange around the 
ham. Make a sauce by carameliz- 
ing two tablespoons sugar, add- 
ing two-thirds cup syrup from the 


canned apricots and cooking till 
smooth, Add three tablespoons 
orange juice, and then two tea 
spoons flour smoothed in two 


tablespoons cold water. Cook till 
slightly thiek, and serve with the 
ham and apricots. 


For a Fine Dessert 


Butterscotch Rice Ring Filled 
with Apricots: Boil one-half cup 
rice three minutes in salted 


water, drain and add to two cups 
scalded milk. Cover and cook in 
double boiler until almost tender, 
Melt together one tablespoon but- 
ter and two-thirds cup brown 
sugar until thick, add to rice and 
continue cooking until the rice is 
very tender and the mixture 
thick. Add two slightly beaten 
egg yolks, cook one minute longer 
and pour into a buttered ring 
mold. When set and cold, turn out 
onto a plate. Meanwhile, boil one- 
half cup sugar with the contents 
of a No. 2 can of apricots for 
three or four minutes, chill and 
fill the center of the rice ring. 
Serve plain, or with plain or 
whipped cream. Serves eight.*

Welfare, giving facts of importance 
for health protection, and a list of 
all contagious diseases reported to 
the County Health Officer in the 
previous week, as required by law 


SCHOOL HEALTH 


This is the time of year when 


boards of education, as well as cities 
and counties, are maikng their bud- 


gets for the coming year, and if 


health work is to be adequate, now 
is the time to provide for it. 

It is a matter of astonishment to 
newcomers in this county that there 
should still be apparent in the mind 


of intelligent citizens, a question 
whether doctors, dentists, and 
nurses have a legitimate place in 


public schools. It is safe to say that 


there is not an important city in 
the United States which does not 
have a well developed system of 


school health work. School nurses 
are the first and most urgently need 
ed persons in the development of a 
school health program, but nurses 
are not trained to function without 
medical supervision. 

The School Health Examination 

The folowing is quoted from a re- 
cent Metropolitan Life Insurance 
publication, entitled “The Doctor 
The Destist, and the Nurse”: 


“All mothers and fathers want 
their boys and girls to be as healthy 
as they can posibly be. The schools 
too, want children be healt! 
One of the ways in man 
schools are helping ¢! n to b 
strong and well is to g:ve each boy 


and girl a free health examination 
A doctor goes over each child to find 
out whether any physical defect i: 
harming the child making: if 
hard for him to get on in schoo] 01 
to be happy in his work and play 
A dentist examines each child’ 
teeth to find out whether there are 
any holes that need to be filled in 
order to rescue a tooth from 
timely death. 

“Perhaps John is not doing well 
in algebra because he cannot see as 
well as he should. Perhaps Jane is 
failing in history because she can 
not hear everything that is said in 
class. Perhaps Tom has to watch 
every game from the side lines be- 
cause his ‘wind’ is not good enough. 
Failure for children in work or play 
can be remedied. Eye 
treatments, different combinations 
of food, special shoes, a trip to ths 
dentist, may make al the difference 
between a successful, happy boy or 
girl and a child with a worried look 
on his face.”
